London, Jan. 23. — ^As is well known, 
the dream of Russia's statesmen and the 
aim of KuHsian stnte craft has ever been 
the right of piLst-age to and from llie 
Black sea, which is accessible only 
through waters controlled by the Turks. 
The right of passage of the Dardanelles 
by Russian warships, which would fol- 
low the forinatioii of an alliance such as 
is announced between Russia and 
Turkey, would give Russia without a 
blow what slie haa assiduously schemed 
for for centuries, and for which she has 
more than once unsheathed the sword. 
Naturally, .such an arrangement will 
meet witli the eiiijihatic jjrotest of Great 
Britain, ami should Russia j)ersiHt in a 
dcteriiiinalion to avail herself of the 
rights alleged to have been granted her 
under tlie tcrins of the treaty, it is ditK- 
etilt to see how an armed conflict be- 
tween the two i)arties cotild be averted. 

In such event even Great Britain 
would endeavor to ally with lusrself the 
meiiiber.s of the JJreibund, and tlie con- 
test would become one between Russia, 
France nnd Turkey on the one liand, 
and Great Britain,' Germany, Austria 
and Italy on the other. This grouping 
of the powers, however, is merely sup- 
positive, and in view of the strained re- 
lations existing between Great Britain 
and Germany at the i)resent nioment, it 
is perhaps doubtful whether the- sup- 
port of the latter could be counted on in 
case of hostilities, unless she herself 
slioulil bo llirealeued by France. 

The actual present war strength of 
Turkey is generally under-estimated. 
The Turkish army has been entirely re- 
organized under the rule of the present 
Sultan and lias been trained uiitier the 
mo.4tex])erienced tiernnm ofllcera. While 
the peace establishment of the Turkish 
army numbers only about 250,000 men, 
the .Sultan could easily put more tlian 
a million men, all told, in the field. The 
system in force ia that of compulsory 
service, there being three grades of re- 
serve service. OnlyMassulmen are per- 
mitted to serve in the army, and because 
of their ferocity and religious fanaticism 
they are tighters, the superior, probably, 
of any in the world. 

The present ruler of Turkey, Abdul 
iiiimid II, hiiH more than once been 
characterized as the greatest mystery of 
our time. At once a debauchee aiid a 
religions fanatic, living in the strictest 
seclusion ami fearintr constant assassimi- 
tion— once the ally of Great Britain and 
France, then without a friend among the 
nations of the world, he has been able to 
defy the world with impunity, disre- 
garding eviuy solemn engagement into 
which lie had entered with the powers 
of Fluropo and scored diplomatic victory 
after victory against the diplomats of 
Christendom. In person Abdul Hamid 
is short, bent in the back, languid in 
movement, with occasional paroxysms 
of nervous activity. He ha.s large "ears, 
large nose, large lips, large hands and 
large feet. His eyes tire grayish, his 
hair is thin and dark like his heard. 

Abdul lianiid i.H not a pure Turk. His 
motlier was an A rmenian slave and his 
father, it is generally accepted, not the 
Sullan .Abdul !Mejid, but tlie hitter's Ar- 
menian gardener, in fact he is spoken of 
quite freely as " The Bastard," even 
ainoni; Iuk most loyal subjects. He is 51-1 
years of age and succeeded bis elder 
brother, tlie deposed Murad, three 
months after the latter succeeded his 
uncle, the deposed Abdul Azziz, on Aug- 
ust 31, 1876. Among the titles by which 
the present Sultan is known to the 
Faithful, are : " Sultan of Sultans, King 
of Kings, Bestower of Crowns upon the 
Princes of the World, Shadow of God 
upon Earth, Emperor and Sovereign of 
the White Sea and the JMack Sea of 
Roumania and Anatolia, and a dozen 
places, incl tiding JoruBiilen their Holy and 
next nuuuiger of an infinity of other 
provinces gloriously actpiired." 

Under the rule ol' present Sultan the 
Ottoman Isiiipiro has lost some of its 
faire-st coiKiuesta. Bulgaria, Bosnia and 
Ilerzegoviiiiu, in Europe, and Ardahn, 
Kars and Batoum, in Asia, were prac- 
tically detached from his territories by 
the treatica of San Stephano and Berlin. 
Tlie treaty of Pan Stephano was signed 
by Russia and ' "nrkey at the close of the 
Russo-Turklah war o£ 1877, and by its 
terms Russia would have acqnireathe 
same rights that she is reported to have 
now obtained. This Russo-Turkish 
treaty, however, was rescinded by the 
treaty of Berlin signed shortly after- 
wards, wh'ch was designed ijari-cularly 
to jirevent such an all.'ance as is i;ow 
outlined in the Ball Mall Gazette dis- 
patch, and to i>rescrve the balance of 
power in I'hirojie. 

This wa.4 em jilia.Hized \)y a I'onditional 
treaty between Fngland and Turkey, 
dateci June 4, 187S, which jirovided that 
if any attempts should be made by Rus- 
sia to take possession of any other Ar- 
menian province than those at that time 
occupied by Eussiii, lingland would as- 
sist Turkey in defending them by force 
of arms, and that in return for this en- 
gagement on the part of England the 
Sultan would surely reform the local ad- 
ministration in thoH(^ other provinces 
and fully protect his Chrisliiin and othoi- 
subjects there, and would assign to lOiig- 
land the islanti of Cyprus, to be 0('cu- 
pied and iidiiiiiiistered by JCngland to 
the end tluit she might be in a position 
to perform her engagement and to ])re- 
vent by force of arms the Christian 
provinces o.f the Ottoman porte from 
passing into the hands of the Christian 
government of Russia. 

Considering tiic wording of this trea- 
ty, it is apparent th it the formation of 
an ofleusivc and defensive alliance be- 
tween Turkey and Russia would be a 



direct defiance of Great Britain on the 
part of both. If Russia has signed such 
a treaty, she must liavedone so with the 
full knowledge of all the consequences 
that must follow. As for the Porte, Ab- 
dul Hamid lias been playing a desperate 
game for mtiny months, and the present 
step is only a particular form of an in- 
evitable climax. 

It is doubtful if the signing of the 
agreement between Russia and Turkey 
will be officially announced by either of 
the governments. While it is felt that 
ail understanding ha.s been reached by 
the two powers, and in fact has existed 
for some time, it is not thought liKcly 
that Russi.a will endanger its perman- 
ence b^ allowing it to become oflicially 
proclaimed to the other nations. In 
that case she would fear a repetition of 
the rescinding process as it occurred 
after her treaty of San Stephano, which 
was promptly nullified by thatof Berlin. 
At ail)' rate Kjjecial despatches from all 
points on the continent agree that noth- 
ing is known there of the alleged 
oH'ensive and defensive treaty between 
Russia and Turkey, as reported in the 
Constantinople despatch to the I'all 
Mall Gazette.

DR. JAMIESOiN'S CASE. 

The Crown Lawyers Unable to Find Any 
Offence Under British Law. 

LoNDO.N, Jan. 2.3. — The Morning Post 
understands that the crown lawyers are 
unable to find any ofl'cnce mider the 
British law for which Dr. Jameson can 
be civilly or criminally tried. They 
have recommended the appointment of 
a commission of judges similar to the 
I'arnell coriiinissiou to iiuitiire into the 
whole aflair. It is probable that a sub- 
commission will be appointed to proceed 
to Africa and collect information. 

A desiiateli (o the Times from C'ajie 
Town says that Joel, Baily, Rogers, 
Sampson, "WoUaston, Aureta and Lace, 
held as prisoners by the Boers, have 
been released on bail, but are not al- 
lowed to leave Pretoria. 



VENEZUELAN CONTROVERSY. 

The "Chronicle" Says That the Discussion 
Has Been a Model International 

Dispute. 

LoNDoK, Jan. 23. — The Daily News says 
the merchants of Newcastle have cabled 
their congratulations to Senator Wolcott. 
The same paper says in an editorial : 
" There could not be a more favorable 
ojiportunity for settling a dangerous dis- 
pute. AVhether it is true or not that 
Lord Salisbury notified Sir Julian 
Pauiiceforte of his desire to resume 
negotiations with Venezuela, it is cer- 
tain that men of high position and great 
influence here are earnestly laboring for 
peace. Nobody ean say that the over- 
tures emanate from one aide of tne At- 
lantic. Putting aside a few reckless 
speeches and foolish articles, the whole 
controversy has been a model of what a 
dispute between two great solf-respeet- 
ing commuiiitiea should be." 

MONETARY CONFERENCE. 
Brief Discussion ^in the IGemian Reichstag. 

Bciti.iN, Jan. 23. — In the reichstag to- 
day Dr. Theodore I'Jarth, Radical Union- 
ist, asked Chancellor Prince Hchenlohe 
ij the government could make a state- 
ment regarding the plan for summoning 
an international monetary confereiiVe 
which the federal government has been 
considering. 

The Prince replied that lie was not in 
a ])Osition to give any information to- 
day, but hopocl to be able to state short- 
ly the attitude of the federal government 
relative to the resolution adopted bj' the 
reichstag in February last. 

Count Von Kardorf said the Imperial 
party would await the statement but 
would increase its endeavors to bring 
the currency still more into the fore- 
ground in the future especially since the 
government had so uncomproudsingly 
rejected Count von Kuiiitz's proposal. 

AMERICANS IN TRANSVAAL. 

The Case of Hammond— Prisoners Are Re- 
ported to Be Humanely Treated by 
the HoSii Government. 

VVabuinoton, Jan. 23. — In response to 
an inquiry from Secretary Gluey as to 
the measures taken to )>r<)tect the Amer- 
icans arrested in the Ti'aiisvaal in connec- 
tion with the late uprising. Ambassador 
J'ayard has cabled that according to his 
))resent information, uniform liumane 
and indulgent treatment is being ex- 
tended to all persons by the Boer gov- 
ernment. This information has been 
communicated to the members of the 
California delegation in congress, who 
are being flooded with telegrams urging 
the State to do something for the relief 
of Hammond, the mining engineer. It 
is taken to mean that American prison- 
ers will be treated precisely as those of 
other nationality, without fear or favor.

LisDON, Jan. 23. — In the chamber to- 
day, Capt. Fcrreira d'Almedida, minis- 
ter of marine and of the colonies, de- 
clared the leport of the sale of Delagoa 
Bav to Great Britain was unfounded.

George Dozois is up from the cani]) at 
Bear Creek, a tributary of the Columbia 
river about two miles south of Trail. 
W. L. Jjuwry has three men at work on 
a claim called the Etta sinking a .Hlialt. 
Dozois, I!oggs and Morrow are f-iiikiiig a 
shaft on the Liza Belle claim. They 
Imve -15 feet of work done, and will con- 
tinue sinking all winter. They have a 
big showing of sulphide ore, and have 
had assays up to ^KJ in gold and G per 
cent, in copper, 

The big ore chute in the War Eagle, 
from which 10,000 tons of shipping ore 
wei-e extracted in the upper levels, has 
been tapped by the No. 2 tunnel, after 
running 700 feet. It will give tho com- 
pany another bonanza from which to 
pay dividendn. This ore chute in the 
U])pur works was 125 feet long and aver- 
aged (dght feet in width. The value of 
the ore, us is well known, exce(Hicd .$-10 
jier ton in gold. This is the ukjhI im- 
portant strike ever made in the camp, 
as it demonstrates the continuity of the 
ore bodies in a highly satisfactory way. 
The No. 2 tunnel is 125 feet under the 
old workings vertically, so it is wafe to 
predict that 15,000 Ions which will net 
!fOOO,000 will bo got outof it. 

Last fall the Canadian Pacific an- 
nounced that an ample service by way 
of Revelstoke would he maintained all 
winter. We are now only in the middle 
of January and yet the service has r mi- 
pletely broken down. It is reported on 
ajjparently reliable authority that over 
forty cars of freight are lying at the 
AVigwam, or Arrowhead, if tin; I\evel- 
Btoke branch has been extended so far. 
There can be no effective relief until an 
all rail route from Kcvelstoke has been 
comjiletud, or, what would be much 
more; satisfactory, tho Crow's Nest Pass 
branch has heen extended from Macleod 
in the Northwest Territories through 
East and West Kootenay and Yale dis- 
tricts to the Fraser river.

It is 
generally believed that the right of way, 
which runs from Bobsoa to Kossland, 
with a branch to Trail, will be cleared 
this winter so as to be ready for grading 
as soon as the frost is out Oi the ground 
in tho spring. 

Parties from Seattle have heen looking 
over the Black Prince, on the South 
Melt, about two miles this side of Trail, 
and some ore was brought in for assay, 
the samples going .$9.85 in gold. 

When the .$20,000 payment on the 
Iron Horse fell due the owiier.s were not 
only ollercd .$10,000 c.ish, but only 
tweiitv (lavs' extension was asketl on the 
reiiKiimng" .$10,000.

The charges at the Nelsun snielter, 
which was blown in on Tuesday, are 
regulated to deal with tour tons of ore 
per hour besides fluxes, coke, lime, etc., 
making 0(1 tons in 2-1 hours. About 2,- 
000 tons are in the liina and some (;,000 
or 7,000 more on tho duinj) at the mines. 
The ore is found to flux so readily that 
some 120 tons a day can bo iiut through 
instead of only SO in 100 as was expect- 
ed. The ore that is being treated is the 
lowest grade of any in the comiiaiiy's 
mine. It was estimated to contain only 
28.5 ounces of silver and proves to have 
;!0 ounces. It is concentrated in the 
smelter in the proportion of 10 to 1 and 
the resulting matte contains oOO ounces 
(11 silver, 47 to IS per cent, copper and 
$12 of g(.ild to the ton. 

Navigation on the Columliia river is 
closed. It was ho)ied that the 'urancli 
from lievelstoke to Arrowhead would lie 
liiiished by January 1, hut the men and 
eiigini^s had to be sent to aid in remnviiig 
the siiowslides that came down on the 
main line. This IkuiicIi, however, will 
be finished shortly. The narrows be- 
tween the Upper and Lower Arrow lakes 
are fi'ozen up, and the steaniers cannot 
get down to Kobson. Nor can the 
Lytton get up from Trail to the new- 
spur at Sproat's Landing. Tho C.P.K. 
is thus cut oil" from all freight that is 
ollering for the Kootenay, except such 
as can be served by the N, &, S. R. This 
means that if they want to hold their 
grip on this section they must build a 
line down the Slocan river connecting 
the Naknsp & Slocan with the Columbia 
and Kootenay. This will bring them to 
Nelson.

The smelter at Pilot Bay commenced 

treating ore in March, IS!)"). From that 
I time until December .'^0 last, I!, 220 tons 
of bullion were shipped to Aurora, 111., 
for refining. During 1895 the smelter 
company transported 52,000 tons of ore 
and liiiu! rock from the Blue Bell mine, 
and purcluised 2,500 tons of ore, of the 
value of .$15l>,4(;4, from outside mines. 
Since July 10, 1S!I-}, the comiiaiiy has ex- 
pended in cash for machinery, labor and

THAT BdUNpABY QUESTION. 

Issues Between Canada faxiA the United 
States Before the Wayiiand Means 
Committee ;af-CangTess. 

Wasiiingto.v, Jan. 22. — Assistant 
Secretary of State Adee and ticnoral 
Dufheld, guperintendent of tho Coast 
and Geodetic survey, to-day explained 
to the committee on Ways and Means 
the desirability of an appropriation for 
tho expenses of the convention with 
Great Britain for marking tliu Alaskan 
boundary along the 141st meridian of 
west longitude. A joint resolution to 
appropriate $75,000 for the purpose is 
before tho committee." ' By independent 
surveys by United States and Ounadian 
engineers the meridian had been marked 
at three important points, Mount St. 
Elias, Fortv-Milc Creek and Porcupine 
Kiver. The lines are but six feot apart 
at the first of the iioints and 400 feet at 
tlie third. Ml. Adeo represented that 
there would probably be. little difficulty 
in reaching a settlement of these slight 
differences. 

The great (piestion to be deoiiled is 
the method for delimitating the bound- 
ary. The Canadian authorities, it is 
understood, desire the meridian to be 
established by an astronomical survey 
to bo made by a joint scientific i)arty 
appointed by the two governments. 
Tliis w"-ild be an exceedingly diflicult 
method and it would require several 
years to finish re-marking the meridian. 
It is intimated that the State depart- 
ment will probably suggest making a 
survev based on the "three points 
already established as a loss 
intricate and diflicult method. 
In the course of the discussion it was 
stated that the Canadians have estab- 
lished militarv posts and settlements 
near the meridian on ground which has 
not yet been decided to bo British ter- 
ritory, and that duties are being levied 
on goods transportoil from liritisli 
America into Alaska. For those and 
other reasons tho State department is 
anxious to adopt the most practical plan 
for marking tho meridiem.

London, Jan. 2:!.— The Pall Mall Giiz- 
ottt", in a apeuial ilespatcii from Con- 
staiituiojilLs announces that an otlonaive 
and Uefeiisive iilliiince has been con- 
cludetl between Russia and Turkey, the 
rntiiiciutons being exchanged at St. 
Petersburg between Aurej Pashaand the 
Czar. The basis of the treaty is de- 
eiarc'd tu be on the lines of the ll^nkiar 
Sl;c'l>'nsi afifuenient of 18,'!l!, hy which 
Turkuy agreed in tlie event of liuissia 
Kdint-' to war, to close the Dardanelles to 
the Warships of all nations. Tlie 
Ciazette says that the treaty will soon be 
aliandoued, owin;; to the refusal of tiie 
pcuvere. to reeojinize it. It aLso eayw that 
the I'^rench anibassmlor conferred with 
tlie Sultan yesterday. It is probable 
that 1'' ranee will he inehuled in the now 
alliani;o. 

Tlio rail Mall (iazettu says; "We re- 
!^ar<i the news as true, and the result of 
tlii.- treaty ia that the Oardanolles are 
now' the soutiiern outp(.)st of llnssia, and 
Turkey is Russia's vassal. We nresunio 
that the British government will protest 
against the treaty for all tliutit is worth. 
The information is |)lainly of the very 
gravestimportance. The lirst intimation 
reached us four days ago, but we with- 
held it until the arrival of strong con- 
flroiation, which we received this morn- 
ing- 

•• J his hrinu's R\issiainto the Moditor- 
raiH'an with a vengeance, and may 
necessitate the atrengtlieniii<„' ol our lleet 
in those waters, rolitically the eii'ei t 
will ho far greater. The treaty means 
tliat Turkey realizes her own ini[)iitenee 
against disorders both from witliin and 
without and has decided to throw her- 
self for safety into the arms of Knssia. 
She is now Kiissia's vassal, and Kussia 
is now entitled to disj)atcli troops to any 
part of the Sultan's domains upon tlie 
least breaeii of order, and when is there 
not'.* iVe presume the arrangement will 
give the Keenest satisfaction to the 
Anglo-Armenian section of our people. 
With them lies the chief blame for the 
complete alienation of Turkey, though 
it must be owned it has been sedulously 
fostered by the long term of weak jioliey 
that has obtained towards Constanti- 
nople." 

Otlicers of tlie Russian embassy deny 
any knowledge of a treaty on the basis 
jiointed out by the I'all Mall Gazette. 
Attention is called to the fact in 
\\-fll informed circles that while the 
present time is inauspicious for Russia 
to provide arguments in favor of Great 
Britain joining the Dreibund, it must be 
reniC'mhered fliat tireat Britain com- 
pleted a similar treaty with Turkey in 
1S7S, when she secured the island of 
Cyprus from Turkey, Such a treaty, 
it is added, might solve the Ar- 
menian question, aa Russia could occupy 
Anatolia. 

No further confirmation has yet lieen 
received cf the Pall Mall Gazette's dis- 
luitches announcing the formation of an 
alliance, ofronsivu and defensive, l)e- 
tweon JUissia and Turkey, witli the pro- 
lialile inclusion of France. It is, how- 
ever, iienerally believed probable that 
siicli an alliance has been entered into 
by the powers mentioned. The action, 
or Want of action, of the hve great pow- 
ers with referenci; to .Vriiienian reforms 
has fur inoi'-ths aH'onled ample i)roof, not 
only of a want of liarinony on that score 
l,«etween the nations of Europe, but, 
more than that, it has been evident that 
the Sultan has had assurance of the ac- 
tive support of soma powerful ally in 
case of active intervention of any of the 
sijinatoi ies of the Berlin treaty. 

It has been the almost universally ex- 
pressed belief that Russia was the coun- 
try which had tendered these assurance 
to the i'orte, and as Russia and France 
are known to be acting in harmony the 
inference was obvious that France had, 
taciUy jierhaps, seconded the assurances 
ol liussia. It is prohahle, therefore, 
tliat the news of the ratilication of the 
treaty of alliance between Russia and 
Turkey, which could not hut include the 
French repul)lic as well, is, if not as yet 
an iiciual.fact, at the most only a prema- 
ture announcement. The lorinatioii of 
this alliance if true, isof the very greatest 
importance and overshadows any diplo- 
matic event in vears.

THE VENEZUELAN BOUNDARY. 

The "Times'" Washington Correspondent 
Says the Americans Have Never Un- 
derstood the British Objections. 

London, Jan. 23.— G. W. Smalley, cor- 
respondent of the London Times, cabled 
from Washington to his paper as fol- 
lows: The full force of the iMigliah ob- 
jection to the Venezuela cotnniission has 
never, I think, been appreciated here. 
The Americans are surprised when they 
are told that English recognition of the 
commiasion is impossible. They 
hardly understand why they should be 
warned by an English evening paper 
that an American claim to iletermine a 
British boundary is one which could 
only be conceded after defeat in a lont; 
war, and that, if such a demand were 
maiie by any other power, it would be 
met l>y banding their ambassador his 
passjwrts and inobili/,ing a fleet. SncI 
language does not clarify the decisions 
of the .\merieans. It simply create; 
tation and resentment. The writer who 
used it might haVe reached the Ameri- 
can mind if he had merely asked what 
Americans would say if the case were 
reversed and if England should appoint 
a commission to determine the bound- 
ary of an .American state. 

Ilustice Brewer's letter is discussed 
here as if it embodied a perfectly natural 
appeal for the friendly co-operation of 
Kngland in the work of the commission. 
That, also is the view of the administra- 
tion. Mr. Smalley suggests that in view 
of a sincere desire in Washington to see 
the full text of the Rritish case, Lord 
.Salisbury publish the documents as a 
supplement to the Ijoiulon (iazette. 

jlr. t^nialley continues: "There is 
here a real cL=sire to see this whole case. 
This desire is otlicial as well as general. 
The documents are not wanted for con- 
troversy, but as helpful to an amicable 
adjustiuent, and now more stron^'ly than 
ever this government is prepared to look 
on all technical (luestions relating to the 
boundary itself with an imnartial eye." 

The Chronicle, with reference to' the 
Venezuelan question, congratulates the 
Times on the candor and open minded- 
ness which has led into the rational patli 
that the two great countries are pur- 
suing. The Chronicle then proceeds: 
" Only do not let us deceive ourselves. 
It is very pleasant to read such speeches 
as that of Senator Wolcott, but .America 
is aljsohiteh- solid for arbitration over 
Venezuela ami arbitration wecannot and 
will Hot refuse." 

The Graphic, conunenting upon the 
welcome change in the otlicial attitmh? of 
.\nierica, thinks that " We cannot join 
the conunission, 'nit it is not too late for 
.\inerica to urge Venezuela to accept our 
oiler for arbitration. If it went against 
us we might then agree to the arbitra- 
tion of the Schouibunr line." 

Nkw Youk, Jan. —-The World's 
special from Caracas, Venezuela, says : 
Michael McTurk. the head magistrate of 
British Guiana, has been relieved of his 
magisterial duties, in order that he 
may eoinuiand an expedition charged 
with fortifying the entire length 
of the Ciiyani river lying in the 
disinited territory. This news has caused 
a great stir here.

The i-'Ovurnor'a SpeoL'li this year is 
plain business statement and iniiiciites 
that the Government propose to go to 
work in a workmanlike way. The 
speech, too, shows that they do not in- 
tRiiti to noglect or overlouk any i)rovin- 
cial interest that ri'(|iiire.s to he eitred for 
or iiKHi.'itei.l. The new I'ri'iiiier has l)e- 
<^iin well, ;uiil We trust that he will lie 
iilloweci lo carry out without tactions 
opposition every measure Le has 
in view for the benefit of 
the province. Coinniou sense, to say 
nothing of aenerosity, dictates lliat 
the Hon. >[r. Turner be <:iven a fiiii- 
chance to luiminister the iifTairs of the 
J'rovince in sui-h a way as will, in \ua 
(ipinidii, 1ie best for its advantage. 

It is QUite certain that it is to the in- 
terest of the Government, as it is its ob- 
ject, to do all in its power to promote tlie 
•welfare of the I'rovince as a whole. 
We cannot see why the Opposition 
will not do what they can to help 
liitn to eil't'ct tliat object, Opuosin^ 
iiiereiy 'or tlie sake ol opposition lias 
hitherto done notiiinj; to advance tlie 
interests of the men who form the Op- 
position and it has no doubt retarded 
the progress of the Province. 

It is to be hoped that the present 
Premier, who is liked by opponents as 
well ii.*: supporters, will not from motives 
tliat arel'UrelV factious Ije hindered from 
iloiiiLT the ^' 'od lie pniposes to do and 
that it is ill his pijwer to do. W'e say 
this because" wo are satisfied that lor 
soine time past much of the opposition 
to the Government's measures has been 
initiated and carried on mainly from 
personal and party motives and not 
witli a view to further the interestB 
of the proviiiee. In a small 
cotnniii'iity liki' this playing' at (jjipo.si- 
tion, lioWfver entertainiui; it may he for 
the men who form the ojiposilion, ia not 
for the general welfare. All the busi- 
ness ability and all the public spirit 
that the Province jios.^esse.s aie iieedt;d 
to administer it.s all'airs to tlie best ad- 
vaiita^rc, and it is foolish as well as 
wronj.' to waste any uf it in needlessly 
tlirowii't,' tlitliciillies in the way .if the 
(.loveriinieut. 

Uf conrse <iucstions arise in wliich 
there is room for a ilifTerence of opinion, 
and on sueh questions it is every mem- 
ber's duty to stand up for what he be- 
lieves to he the ngtit; but opiiosition on 
lejiitiiiiate jrround.s is very dili'iMeiil in- 
deetl froiii the indiseriiuiniUiiij,' o|iposi- 
tioii wliieh is bound to do its best lo 
thwart and defeat tlie Government, 
whether tlie objects it endeavors to at- 
tain are good or bad, or whether the 
views it takes are right or wrong. 

We hope to hear less croaking in the 
Legislative Assembly this session than 
we have hpiii''! heretofore. If the ,Tere- 
niiahs of the ( )i)j)osition iiad been cvir- 
rect in their calculations, and if their 
prediction;; had proveil true, the provini'e 
would now be on the wrong side of the 
verge of ruin, and not only would 
it have ceased to advance but it 
would be positively retrograding. 

It is inipossible to say what harm the 
dismal stuteinents and the gloomy pre- 
dictions of the Opposition have done 
this rrovince. If it is not now discred- 
ited abi'oiul, and if it is not iivoided by 
every man in Great Britain and else- 
where who has money to invest, it ia 
not because men who opposed the Gov- 
ernment have jiot done their utmost 
J)oth in the Legiulature and out of 
the f'egislaturo to pi'oduce that 
ruinouri result. Let the I'ar- 
liameiititry croakers cenHe croakiny 
and if they cannot take a cheerful view 
of the prospects of the Province let them 
at least refrain from giving public utter- 



ance to their mistaken views and their 

groundless apprehensions. 

AVe shall liave ample opportunity 
during the session to comment upon the 
did'erent )iieasnres wliich are spoken of 
in tiie Speech, and of phicing before our 
readers the honest truth with regard to 
the condition oE the Province^ Ve have 
thought' it best at the opening of the 
first session of the new administration 
to direct attention to what iiave been 
the princijial impediments to useful 
legislation and to the rapid and healthy 
development of the resources of the 
Province. 



AS USUAL. 



" By some mysterious process," says 
the Times, " the idea has been lodged in 
sonte convulution of the Coi.o.nist's 
brain that the province of Manitoba was 
bound h}' the constitution to jirovide 
sejiarate schools for the Catholic niinor- 
ity." Our contemporary then proceeds 
seriously to deny what the Colonist 
never asserted or thought of asserting. 
This is a specimen of the ordinary meth- 
otl of our Grit contemporary. It states 
what is either wholly false or an absurd 
distortion of the position we take and 
then gees on to prove that what we do 
not hold and what we never said is un- 
sound or untrue. 

iWe repeat, we never entertained or 
gave expression to the idea that the Pro- 
vinceof Manitoba is bound to provide 
s(!panite schools for the minority. What 
we luwe said and what we maintain is 
that ^laiiitolxi is Imuiid to carry out in 
good faith the terms on which it enter- 
ed the confederation. This, we trust, is 
clear enough. 

Manitoba by tlie terms of Confedera- 
tion gave to the denominationiil minor- 
ity of its inhabitants the rigid, to appeal 
to the Ooveriior-tieneral-iii-Council 
against any act of its Legislature by the 
operation of which they considered 
theinselvos aggrieved. It also by the 
federal comiiact agreed that the appeal 
of the minority should be submitted to 
the Dominion I'arlianient in order that 
it might find a remedy lor the grievance 
of the minority, if in its ojiiniou that 
minority had been aggrieved. 

W'e hold that the majority of Manito- 
ba and the friends of that majority 
should cheerfully acquiesce iu the sub- 
mission of the grievance of the minority 
to the arbiter of their own choosing, and 
that when they protest againstsuch sub- 
mission and declare that it is " coer- 
cion," they do wluit they can to violate 
the federal compact and to repudiate 
the terms under which the province be- 
came a member of the confederation. 
We hold, in short, that the majority in 
^Manitoba like the majority in 
every other province is bound to live up 
to the federal compact — to keep its bar- 
g;di). If we are wrong it will not be 
very hard for the Times to show where 
we are astray, but to misrepresent our 
position is, we submit, not the way to 
expose our error, if we are in error, or 
to put us light. 



SOME IMPORTANT UTTERANCES. 

The debate on the address in reply to 
the Speech from the Throne is interest- 
ing, hut the reader who expects to lind 
in the speeches delivered on the lirst 
day of the debate any fresh infornmtion 
on the princi])al issue liefore l'iudi;inient 
will he di.sappointed. What the 
mover uf tiie address, Mr. Powell, said 
about provincial autonomy will be 
startling to some strenuous advocates of 
provincial rights, and will, we venture 
to |>re(lict, attract more attention than 
is generally given to stat(!iiients made 
by the movers of addi es.-cs in reply. It 
will alsi), if we do not greatly mistake, 
jirovokc a good deal of ilisciissiou. 

" As a matter of fact," the report 
says, " he (Mr. I'owell) afHrmed the doc- 
trine that there was no such constitu- 
tional principle in this country as pro- 
vincial autonomy, and in sniiijo'rt of liis 
contention he argued that tlie basis of 
the Hritisli ('onstitution reipiired 
lliat in all things every man 
should he under tlie control 
of the Imperial Parliament. In lesjicct 
to cci tain features of our legislation there 
had lieen crojijiing out tlie strong gov- 
erning power of the Federal (.iovern- 
ini^nt, and signs of its dominant autlior- 
ity. W ith respect to the legislation on 
education in .Manitoba tin; very aid 
wliiidi gave the province that power also 
conUdneil provisions to control that 
power, and that province luul as much 
right to legislate on its own belialf upon 
any otlier matter now controlled by the 
central authority of the Dominion as to 
pass in any way the limit of the jiower 
set for it in the matter of education." 

It is ipiite true that, strictly speaking, 
no province posseaaes independent self- 
government, for the Federal Govern- 
meni has the power of the veto, and 
there are many subjects alto- 
gether outside the proviuc;ial juris- 
diction, Jiut tlu! tendency is to 
make the provinces within the limits 
marked out by the constitution inde- 
pendent though not altogether autono- 
mous. But, as Mr. Powell points out, 
the constitution specifically limits the 
provincial jurisdiction in the matter of 
education, and this is what the majority 
of INIanifoha and those who justify the 
stand which that majority have taken 
need to be reminded of. 

Mr. Laurier's utterance on the Mani- 
toba school question is almost amusingly 
indefinite. It reminds us ot nothing so 
much as the judge's charge in the fa- 
nioiiH case of Bardell vs. Pickwick. 
After some remarks on the sigiiilicance 
of the Manitoba election, the report of 
Mr. l.iiurier's sj)eeeli continues: 

Mr. Lanrior admitted that the dillicul- 
ties of the constitution were very great. 



Mr, Powell had stated that the principle 

of provincial autonomy did not exist. 
Sucli a doctrine could not for a moment 
prevail. It would be giving the lie 
to the whole history of Confeder- 
ation. Mr. Powell had told them that 
it was the bounden tiuty of the Govern- 
ment to interfere in this question. 
VVhile his sympathies were with his co- 
religionists, and he would like to see 
sejiarate schools restored in Manitoba, 
there was in tlie minds ot the people an 
invincible repugnance almost to substi- 
tute the will of the Federal legislature 
for that of the people of Manitoba as ex- 
pressed through their Legislature, 
t^onic ^leople said the appeal of the min- 
ority 111 every case was to he granted, 
whilst others maintained that in tjvery 
case it was to In^ denied. He took issue 
witli the advocates of Ijoth methods. 
The proper course was to apply the rem- 
edy in every case as the circumstances 
warranted and justified. That was 
the position he had taken all along. 

Whelher or not the particular ease be- 
fore Parliament warranted or justified a 
remedy Mr. Ltturier did not think it 
politic to say. The passage we have 
quoted might be taken as an excellent 
specimen of plausible, non-committal 
political oratory. The agility and the 
skill ot the dodger are to bo admired, 
whatever may be thought of the speak- 
er's political courage and political 
honesty. 

The indefiniteness and elusiveness of 
the speech of the Leader of the Oppo- 
sition did not escape the notice of the 
Finance Minister, who, good-humoredly 
but pointedly, showed how little real 
signilicance there was in .Mr. Laurier's 
splurge about the Manitoba schools. 
The following is the passage of the re- 
jiort of Mr. Foster's speech in which he 
dealt with Mr. Laurier's enigmatical 
utterance on the school quest ion : 

Allusion had been made to a grave 
ipiestion which was to come up for the 
consideration of the House. No one 
doubted that the question of the Mani- 
toba schools was a grave question, lie 
was not going to discuss it at present, 
but the time would come befoic long 
wlu'ii the House must cettle down to 
consider the matter with a full kimwl- 
edfre of its gravity and its hearings, not 
only upon the little group of iieople in 
.Manitoba wlio felt that they had been 
dejii'ived of certain rights which had 
been guaranteed to them, but in its 
eflect uiion the country as a whofe, as 
being even-handed justice to every 
minority, every class and every con- 
dition of peo|de that dwelt under the 
constitution and performed the duties 
of citizenship. He drew attention to 
a most remarkable exhibition, not, 
he was sorry to say, an un- 
usual event in the House. h'ire 
(lashed from Mr. Laurier's eyes as 
he ajiproached this cjuestion, lillcd 
with a noble pnriiose to jdant him- 
self squandy upon delinite fa<;ts, and to 
take the I i ouse and country into his con- 
lideiu!o as to his exact views upon it. He 
had ilagelhiled and lacerated the Oov- 
eriunent for its (bourse and the jiosition 
it had taken. He had tidd fine things 
and uttereil brave sentiments as to Mani- 
toba, the constitution, provincial auton- 
omy, and what not, but he still remained 
within the lines of Torres Vedras. What 
was it Mr. Ijiurier had maintained? 
After five years he had got as far outside 
the lines- of Torres Vedras as to say 
" there is an appeal, a riglit to interfere; 
some men say it ought to be granted, 
some men say it ought to he denied. I 
take my stand on the definite and well 
understood ground that it may be denied 
or granted as the circumstances permit." 
(Ministerial laughter.) Mr. Laurier's 
tact ics were childish, anil contained no 
principle of lixed statesmanship in them. 
The time was coming, however, wluui 
the lines of Torres Vedras would no 
longer shelter the Liberal leader. The 
question must be reached sooner or 
later, and then, after long years of wan- 
derings and nieanderings, .'Mr. Laurier 
would have to cast a vote that would de- 
clare where he stood upon the (luestion. 



If the care ol the huir were maile a part of a 
laily'.s education, we should not see so mnuv 
eriiy heads, and the'.uso of Hall's Hair Kcuewc'r 
would be unnecessary.

THE MINING COURSE. 

Mr. Carmichael, Government Assayer, De- 
livers the Second Lecture of the Series 
—The Science of Chemistt;y. 

At the Board of Trade rooms, last 
night, I\Ir. Herbert Carmichael, govern- 
ment assayer, delivered the second of 
the course of mining lectures, before a 
very fair audience. Mr. Booth, JI.P.P., 
was in the chair and introduced the 
lecturer. 

Mr. Carmichael dealt with the sub- 
ject of chemistry in a most interesting 
manner, illustrating Ina remarks with a 

number of experiments. He first short- 
ly reviewed the history of chemistry, 
saying that it ai)i)oared probable it had 
its beginning in Egypt. In the Byzan- 
tine writing (jf the fourth century the 
word "clieinia" lirst appears as the 
name of the art which treateil of the 
pro<l(u:tion of gold and silver, and 
as all these authors were closely allied 
with the schools of Alexandria, it ap- 
peared probable that the science was 
first practised in Egypt. It was pointed 
out, too, that the Chinese claimed to 
have first been engaged in chemistry, 
but the very ancient (latins lo which they 
lay claim are open to criticism. The 
works of Geber, the most celebrated of 
I the. A rabian a h'h em ists, have been handed 
down in Latin translations; besides 
describing many chemical oi>erationH 
be was able to iirepare nitric acid and 
the valuable solvent for gidd, aqu;i regia. 
He was also the first proiiounder of a 
chemical theor}'. C!otning down to mod- 
ern chemistry Mr. Caniiichaol said its 
starting point was what was known as 
the law of Avogadro the Italian chemist 
who in ] 811 stated that equal volumes 
of all substances when in the gaseous 
state and under vhe same conditions 
contain the same number of , molecules, 
-ifter explaining the difference be- 
tw(!en molecules and atoms, the 
lecturer showed by means of 
a sketch bow a given quantity of 
water ex])anded into steam had the same 
number of molecules, and gave the reasons 
in suiqior! of this tlu^jry. Passing on, 
the wa\ e theory of light was tcuiehed 
upon and then the lecturer spoke of the 
molecular structure of solids, showing it 
by means of crystals of various minerals 
and also giving by means of the lantern 
experimental illustrations on a screen. 
At the close of a ino.st interesting 
lecture Mr. Carmichael said that he 
would on the next occasion show 
among other things, how atoms com- 
pose molecules, how atoms of hydrogen 
and oxygen combined to form water, 
and would while treating of the theory 
of chemistry give experiments in proof 
of what he was teacbmg. 

A vote of thanks was accorded Mr. 
Carmichael at the close of the lecture. 

The next lecture (if the course will be 
deliveieil by Mr. Carlylu on Monday.

Address. 



An asBemblago of citizens siieli as 
taxed to the utmost the aecoinmothitioji 
of the legislative chiuuljur yesterday 
afternoon witnessed tlie interesting pro- 
ceetlings attendant upon the opening of 
the second session of the seventii Lofjis- 
lative Assembly of British Columbia, 
and the debut, before that body, of the 
government formed by Hon. J. II. Tur- 
ner during tlio recess. Tlie attendance 
was in fact far ljuyond tlio capacity of 
tlie lloor and giillerie.s, and lluire were 
many who could not even get niaido the 
door. Those who had secured seats, 
liowever, constituted a thoroughly repre- 
sentative gathering. Amongst tiiese 
may be lirst mentioned .lapanese Consul 
Xosse, who again honored the occasion 
by his presence in Cull military uniform. 
Then there were, of the monihers of the 
judiciary, Chief Justice Davie, wlu> was 
Premier and Attorney General when tlio 
house last met, Mr. .Justice Walkem 
and Mr. Justice Diake, wluj were 
Attorney - Generals of . earlier times. 
Another former occupant of that dis- 
tinguished oflice present yesterday was 
Sir Henry I'ellew Crease, just retired 
from the judiciary. The clerj:y of many 
denominations were represented, con- 
spicuous amongst them being venerable 
Bishop Cridge, who lias been hero since 
liefore there was a legislative assembly; 
and Kev. I'ercival ,Tenns another of the 
clerical pioneers, iiishop I'errin too was 
there; so were Kev. Dr. Canii)bell, 
Kev. 1). MacKae, Itev. W. Leslie Clay, 
Rev. J. H. S. Sweet, Kev. Solomon 
Cleaver and no doubt others, who with 
scores of prominent ladies and gcnlenien 
present are not mentioned heeaiiae there 
was no official list kei)t and a complete 
one cannot be made. 

The Dominion Hag dying above the 
main departmental DuU'ding, conspicu- 
ooBly proclaimed the holiday ocuaaion, 
and drew the crowd who watched the 
outside proceedings, while the arrival of 
the guard of lionorand the music of their 
hand shortly before three o'clock con- 
centrated the attention about the door 
of tiie legislative building, opi)osite 
' which tiic soldiery were drawn up. The 
guard was supplied by the Garri- 
son Artillery and was in command 
of Cai)t. Koss Monro, the other ofliceis 
being Lieutenants D. B. McConnan and 
W. A. Jameson. They presented arms 
and the band played "the Queen" 
when the Lieutenant-Governor arrived; 
and His Honor having been met by his 
military stall" in the librarian's room, 
adjoining the main entrance, the party 
soon entered the chamber. The array 
of ofiBcers presented an impressive ap- 
pearance, the many medals in evidence 
— particularly the Admiral's hard-won 
array, overlapping each other to find 
room even on his expansive chest — toll- 
ing of gallant -service on sea and land 
against the enemies of Cireat firitaiii. 
The military stall" was thus made up: 
Kear-Adniiral Stephenson, C. B., K. X. ; 
Cantain F. I'^innis, I-i.N.; Lt. -Colonel 

G. 'A. L. Kawstorn, K.M.A,; Lt. -Col- 
onel J. Peters, D.A.G.; Mr. F. Dent, 
R.N". ; Captain A. C. Allen, K.F. ; .Major 

H. H. Muirhead, K.E. ; Captain F. A. 
Garforth, R.N.; Flag Lieutenant H, 
Godfrey-Faussett, R.X. ; :\Iajor A. W, 
Jones (acting A.D.C.) ; Mr. ]•:. A. Jacob, 
private secretary was also in attendance. 

During the opening ceremony Attor- 
ney-General Eberts, not having been in- 
troduced since his re-election, did not 
sit with his colleagues of the govern- 
ment, but with Mr. Hull", the member- 
elect for Cowiclian-Alberni in succession 
to Hon. Theodore Davie, sat with the 
general public. The ceremony of their 
introduction was the only featiuc of in- 
terest to tlie publicafter llic Lieuteiiant- 
Goveriior and stall' had retired. 

The other new member, Mr. D. \. 
.Stoddart, who has won back the seat for 
East Lillooet held by Mr. J. D. I'rentice 
for one session, has not yet arrived, but 
is expected to l)e here before the house 
next meets. He is to move the address 
in reply to the speech from the throne, 
whicn Mr. Huff will second. The other 
members absent yesterday were Messrs. 
Sword, Williams and Forster, who will 
arrive on Sunday.

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Second Session of ttie Seventh P.'irli.'iniciil.

The Speaker (lion. D. \V. Iligginsi 
took the chair at 3 p.m. 

TltU LIEUTE.V.\.VT-0OVEIINOK's SI'KKCH. 

The Lieutenant-! iovernor (Ilmi. Ivl- 
gar Dewdney) having arrived in ^tate, 
and taken his seat, thus addressed the 
assembly : 

Mr. Spraker and Gentlemen of Ihr I.egU- 
hilir,' Af^niihlii: 

I have much pleasure in welcomnig 
you io the second session of the seventii 
jiarliament, aud 1 have every conlideiice 
that your sense of duty and your earnest 
desire for the welfare of the province 
will inspire you to enact such legislation 
as may prove most beiiellcial to the pro- 
gress of the various industries and the 
well-being of our people. 

In consequence of the appointment of 
the Hon. Taeodore Davie to the dis- 
tinguished position of Chief Justice of 
this province, I called upon the Hon. J. 
H. Turner, Minister of Finance, to form 
a new administration, which he has 
done to my satisfaction. 

Although the financial depression 
which has been bearing so heavily upon 
tlio commerce of the nations continued 
in a mure or less marked degree during 
the past year, and as a conseiiuuiice the 
revenue to the liOth of .liine last in this 
I'rovince fell short of the estimate, 
owing largely to arrears not having been 
paid, 1 am, nevertheless, happy to say 
there are favoraiile indications of a re- 
vival. At tlie present time arrears are 
coming into the treasury, and I have 
confidence in stating that the revenue to 
the 30th of June next will be equal to 
tlio estimate. 

[n view of tiie large imjiorts of dairy 
produce, and the adapta))ility of many 
parts of the Province for dairy farming, 



it 18 i>rop<)aed to submit for your con- 
sideration a measure to assist in tlie 
establishment of creameries. 

The successful ell'orts to establiHli col- 
onies, both on the Maiiilaiul and the 
Island of Vancouver, have induced my 
government to continue the work of set- 
tlenient by providing for a system of 
small holdings. 

I am pleased to note the increasing at- 
tention, wliich is being paid to agricul- 
tural matters in this province. During 
the ])ast year the yield of crops was 
much larger than usual, but 1 regret, 
however, that owing to the low prices of 
liroduce coming into competition with 
that of our own farmers the season's 
operations have not been as protitable as 
I would de.sire to see. 

Coal mining is being extensively oper- 
ated, and arrangenients are liriiig made 
i fur cariving on choking on a lart/e scale. 

Sealing and tisliiiig operations have 
been much more successful than was an- 
ticipated. The output of the salmon can- 
neries has been one of the largest on re- 
cord. I am pleased to state that in- 
creased attention has been given to deep 
sea tlahing, with prospects of that indus- 
try becoming a permanent and profit- 
able one. 

; The timber industry continues to be 
affected by the depression, but there are 
indications of an improvement in the 
near future. 

Shipping, both local and foreign, has 
increased, and a more general activity is 
noticeable, and particularly in the trade 
of tlie West Coast and the Islands. 

Vou will be jileased to know that my 
government has completed a settlement 
of the railway land question, for some 
time in dispute between this Province 
and the Dominion of Canada. 

During the past summer my ^Minister 
of Finance issued in London, England, 
the loan for which your authority was 
obtained last session, in S jier cent, in- 
scribed stock at 95, being an advance of 
per cent, over the loan of 1891, which 
is evidence of the high credit of British 
Columbia in the money markets. 
_ I have much pleasure in calling atten- 
tion to the very important mining de- 
velopmeiits of the jiast year, and the 
pr(:.-i'nt promising outlook in Alberni as 
well as in other jiai-t.s of the I'rovince. 
The large output of ore, and the estab- 
lishment of smelters in the Kootenay 
district, alFords practical proof of the 
value of the niinintr industry. I' is the 
intention of tlie government to foster 
this industry as much as possible by 
opening up the interior communications 
of the country ; and with a view to af- 
ford reliable information on our raining 
resource.s the act of last session provid- 
ing for the establishment of a bureau of 
mines has been put in operation. 

The importance of railway communi- 
cation throughout the Province is de- 
serving of your earnest consideration, 
and should any practical proposals be 
laid before you I have every confidence 
that they will meet with favor. 

During recess I have caused a procla- 
mation to be issued bringing into force 
the provisions of the" Health act, 
The provincial board of health created 
thereunder has b«'eii cfnistituted, an 
the report of its i»roceeiliiiirs will Ik; lai 
before yon. 

Important expl(.>ratory and other sur- 
veys have been carried on, and have led 
to the location of large areas of available 
arable and timber lands. 

Acting under authority of the statute 
passed by you at your last session, I 
caused a commission, under the great 
seal, to issue to tlie Chief Justice of 
British Columbia for the consolidation 
and revision of the statute law in fmce 
in this Province. The first progress re- 
port of the conimissioner has been re- 
ceived, and will be laid l)efore vou. I 
have adopted suggestions contained 
therein, and in aecordanee therewith a 
number of the acts which have been re- 
viscil will be introduced at the present 
session. 

,\mong the bills for which your con- 
sideration will be requested are the fol - 
lo.^illg: 

".Vn act ior the preservation of for- 
ests." 

"An act to amend the 'Public school 
act.' " 

"An act to encourage dairying." 

"An act for the incorporation of be- 
nevolent and friendly societies." 

"An act to amend the 'Assessment 
ai;f,' " and various other.s. 

The ('.stiinates of revenue and eN|ien- 
diture for the ensuing year, to be shortly 
laid before you, will be found to b(! 
franii'd witli strict regard to economy 
and the rc(|uirements of the publU'. ser- 
vice. 

The strained relations existiiiL' be- 
tween the lni|3erial government and cer- 
tain foreign countries has calle<l forth a 
spirit of loyalty from all narts of the 
Empire, and British Cohimuia cordially 
unites in the cxpreg.sions which have 
been exhibited. 

Tt is with profound regret that I have 
heard of the bereavement of the royal 
family through the death of Prince 
Henry of Battenburg, whilst serving in 
the Ashanti war, and I feel confident of 
your exnressions of sympathy for Her 
Itoyal Highness Princess Beatrice, in 
her grief over the loss of her gallant 
husband. 

I now leave vou to your deliborationH, 
with the sincere hope that they may have 
the blessing of Providence, and that the

STATUTE REVISION. 

Progress Report by the Commissioner Now 
Consolidating the Laws of British 
Columbia,

solidated acts ill their new form, 
presenting his report Chief .Justice 
Davie notes that Mr. U.T. Elliott, barris- 
ter-at-law, has from the coniiuencement 
acted as secretary to the commission, 
and that .Judge Harrison of Naiiaiino 
has contributed valuable aid. 

The law relating to municiiialities lias 
been divided into three acts, relating 
sjiectively to incorporation, elections and 
general atl'airs, and many suggest(.'d new 
|)rovisions have been inseiled. .Many 
English statutes have been adopted and 
introduced into this installment of tin 
revision. Many of the more important 
provincial acts have been redrawn aiu' 
rearraiige<l. 

The legislature is invited to consider 
the advisability of giving some of the 
statutes submitted in this revision tl 
force of law at once, particularly those 
relating to arrest and impri.soninent for 
debt, boiievoleiit and Irieiidly soeietic 
bills of sale, bush lires, coroners, county 
courts, dower, execution, provincial elec 
tions, guardians, highway traffic, infants 
relief, landloril and tenant, lunacy, mu- 
nicipalities, pawnbrokers, settlpcl es- 
tates, trustees and executors, and wills

Eminent Oxford Professor Preparing a Case 
[for Great Britain. 

Lo.NDo.v, Jan. 23. — The Chronicle un 
derstands that Sir Frederick Pollock, 
professor of Jurisprudence at the Uni 
versity of Oxford, has been entrusted 
with the compiling of the British case in 
its legal aspects on the Venezuelan houn 
dary. Sir I'rederick Pollock visited the 
U. S. last summer to deliver an addret 
at Harvard university. '■' Vi'e areaure, 
says the Chronicle, " that Lord Salis- 
bury and Mr. Chamberlain will put no 
obstacles in the way of a Venezuelan 
settlement." 

The Berlin corresj;ondent of the Daily 
Telegraiili says it is assured on gtuxl 
authority that the dispute will bo settled 
directly between England and Venezuela. 

CATTLE EXPORTS. 

Arrangement Between Canada and tin 
United States. 

Ottawa, .Jan. 2:'.. — The Federal govern 
ment made an iinjiortaiit concession to 
American cattle exporters by an order 
in council passed to-day. For the past 
five years there has been an embargo on 
United Statescattle, whilecongresskejita 
like prohibition on the entry of Cana- 
dian cattle into the United States. By 
the order in council of to-day American 
shippers may ship their (tattle from St. 
.John, N.B., after having coiiinlied with 
the usual (luarautine regulations. The 
Dominion government has taken this 
course in furtherance of itsjilan to make 
St. John a comjieting winter port with 
Portland and other American cities. 



If Chain Afljustniont Ocm's Wrong:. 

If your chain adjustment Koes wrong, 
the difiicnlty can ho easily surinounted 
by the aid of a knife and a hedge. A 
Irx^al cyclist, whose chain had been 
stretched to an extent utterly impossible 
to an ordinary, well behaved animal, 
found that the screw of the adjustment 
had become hopelessly bent, and there- 
foro the nut would not move either u]) 
or down. So, cutting a piece of tiiuhcr 
rom a juvenile tree growing iu a neigh- 
boring hedge to the reijuired size and 
shape, hi^ fixed it in tlio slot of the back 
stay, at the, length reciuireil to hold the 
spindle in position, and .screwing up the 
spindle uut effected a perfectly satisfac- 
tory adjustment. Indeed the wheel ran 
for snnio weeks with tliat piece of wood 
holding it in jiosition uutil ho found 
himself iu the vicinity of a repairer, 
who supplied the missing link in tin 
complete machine. — Chicago Tribune.

Interesting- Statistic!? From tJie An- 
nual Volume Presented to the 
Lejfislature Yesterday. 



Satisfactory Growth in Sources of 
Perinaiieiit Keveuuc— Coutri- 
luitions by Districts. 



The Public Accounts for the fiscal year 
ended 30th June, 1896, were presented 
to the legislature yesterday, in acco'd- 
,ance with the usual custom which pro- 
duces this important volume at the 
opening of the bouse. 

The balance sheet as at iiOtli .June 
shows total liabilities of .'ft),4!i!),,SSS, 
which is ^3,424,677 above the assets. 
Tliese latter. include $1,132,630 on de- 
posit in the Bank of British Columbia. 
The amount paid by the ])roviiice as in- 
tcu'est on the Victoria i^- Sidney railway 
V)onds is shown as .$1.5,075. The Had- 
dington Island stone cpiarry, the mort- 
gage on which was purchased, repre- 
sents an asset of $8,865. The Maple Ridge 
dyking commissioners owed .fliOOO foran 
advance, peniliiig the sale of bonds; the 
advance lo Kraser River farmers for seed 
in coiise(|nenceof the Hood represents an 
asset of .•i;l.s,04(), and the .Municipality of 
iJewdney owed $5SG advanced to pay in- 
terest oil the municipal loan. On the 
liabilities side, the deposits under the 
intestate estates act had increasetl to 
$103,175. 

The amount of the annual guarantee 
on account of the Shuswap & Okanagan 
railway company comes to .$49,980. 
Against this the government receives 
from the operating company, tlieC.P.R., 
forty per cent, of the gross earnings, unci 
this amounted in l804-9i to $8,408. The 
province received in 1891-92 the Domin- 
ion subsidy of $10;{,200, and this with 
tho earnings leaves a balance of $17,211 
yet to the credit of the railway. A state- 
ment of the earnings of the Nakusp it 
Sloean railway from the date of 'jpeiiing 
— 1st January — to 30th June 1895, had 
not been received in time for incorpora- 
tion in that account. 

TlIK UKVKNUE. 

The revenue for the year, as 
compared with 1893-04, shows a sub- 
stantial increase which on analysis 
proves even more gratifying than ap- 
pears on thf« Bnrfaep. the items of in- 
crease denoting improvements of a per- 
manent nature. For Instance the rents 
from timber leases have doubled, and 
the mining receipts have swelled over 
fifty per cent. Real and personal proii- 
erty and the provincial revenue tax all 
show siihstantial increases. The state- 
ment is as follows :

JJXPENDrrUBE. 

While the expenditure as compared 
with the preceding year shows a very 
large increase, this is found (ui analysis 
to be made U|) principally of three big 
items representing outlay on capital ac- 
count rather than current expenses. 
These are $174,000 for discount and com- 
mission, $192,000 fen- the new iiarliament 
buildings, and $425,000 for roads, bridges 
and wharves, a total of $701,00p a<;ainst 
$300,000 in 18»3-4. Th© extra expendi- 
ture of about $160,000 on roads and 
bridges was in consequence of the de- 
struction wrought by tho Hoods of 1804, 
It will be seen that the controllable ex- 
penses have in several instances been 
lesseiied, while the increases under such 
heads as education and revenue services 
are of course consequent on extension of 
population and settlement, which also 
adds to the revenue.

TIMBER DUES. 

Text of tlie Recently Adopted Order-in-Coun. 
cil for the Benefit of Britisli Columbia 



Yesterday's isssue of the British Col- 
iim Ilia Gazette contains the full text of 
the ovder-iii-council [lassed at Ottawa 
on January 3, providing that the dues 
on lumber sold in this province for ex- 
portto Manitoba and theNorthwestTerri- 
tory shall be 5 per cent, royalty on sales ; 
and the dues on lumber otherwise ex- 
ported from the province at the same 
rate less a rebate of 40 cents per M. 
Here is the oider-in-council : 

" On a memorandum dated 10th of De- 
cember, 1895, from the Minister of the 
Interior, submitting that by the order 
in council of the 2otli of July last, the 
licensees of timber berths situate in tho 
railway belt in tho Province of British 
Columbia were jiermitted to pay dues on 
the timber cut by them at the rate of 
fifty cents per thousand feet P.M. in- 
stead of a royalty of five percent, on the 
sales of lumber, and tliej-were also en- 
titled to receive a rebate of forty cents 

Eer thousand feet on manufactured lum- 
er exported from the province, except 
upon lumber shipped to Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, 

" That representatiops have been 
made to the Minister of the Interior by 
the licensees, that this new regulation 
makes the dues on the lumber sold in 
the province and shipped to Manitoba 
and tho Xortlnvest Territories higher 
than formerly, when they paid a royal- 
ty of live jier cent, on the sales, instead 
of a fixed rate of fiftv cents per thousand 
feet. 

" The .Minister states that lumber at 
the present time is selling in the prov- 
ince of liritisii Columbia at from ^i7 to 
$0 ]ier thousand feet. The royalty 
thereon at five per cent, would there- 
fore amount to from thirty-five to forty- 
live cents per thousand feet, being from 
five to ten cents per thousand feet less 
than the dues of fifty cents per thousand 
prescribed by the order-in-council of 
25th July last, above referred to. 

" The minister recommends, as it was 
the intention in passing the said order 
to give relief to the licensees instead of 
burdening them with an additional tax 
on the lumber cut by them, that the 
dues on lumber sold in the province and 
e-xjiorted to Manitoba and the North- 
west Territories be 5 jier cent, royalty on 
the sales, and that the dues on lumber 
otherwise exported from the province be 
at the same rate less a rebate of 40 cents 
per 1,000 feet." 

Si-:iioi-:.\NT H.\wTo.v and a posse of 
police had a j)leasant walk over the 
railway bridge just before twelve o'clock 
last night, a (iiiiet tip having been re- 
ceived that a gory prize fight was on the 
card to take place at a secluded spot 
just a little way beyond the "cut."
